Offgetting Labor Shortage

In view of the fact that farm labor
s gcarce aud high, every effort shonld
be bent towards securing maximum
ylelds per acre, with fertilizer, which
is one of the best ways to conserve |
man power,

Unfortunately, no industry has been
more directly affeeted by the war than
the fertilizer industry. The govern
ment {s commandeering materials im-
portant to this industry for the pur
pose of manufacturlng munitions of
war and hence has greatly reduced the
possible tonnage to be used In for-|
tilizers. In other words, while the
wation is calling for tho largest pos.
aible crop yields, there is, at the samo
time, & great demand for gun powder,
Some one has aptly sald, “Plants and
cannons eat the game food.” Of course,
under present conditfons, the cannons
must be fed first,

Thers I8 a considerable shortage ot
fartilizer ingredients, and the prices |
of these Ingredients are corresponding- |
iy high.

Fertilizers Relatively Cheaper

In consequence of high prices of ma-
terials, due to thelr scarcity, and be-
cause of higher labor and transporta.
tion costs, fertilizers will be higher
this gpring than ever before,

While the prices of fertilizers have
advanced, fortunately for the farmer,
the prices of crops have advanced still
higher, so that fertilizers are relative-
ly cheaper than before the war. A
bale of cotton with itz seed will buy
more fertilizer today than ever before,
The same is true of a bushel of corn;
& bushel of wheat; a bushel of pea-
nuts; & bushel of potatoes, ete,

Why Fertilizers Are Scarce

The causes of the shortage of fertil-
izer materials may be summarized as
follows:

Previous to the war, most of our
potash came from Germany. The pot-
ash now on the market is produced
largely in this country, but It is far
short of the demands. This American. |

turing piants to the productlon of sul
phuric acld from brimstong obtained
from Loulgianm and Texas The gow
ernment s requiring of the fertilizer
manufacturers sulphurie acid in large
amonnts to be used in the manufacture
of explosives,

Then, too, there la considerable dif
ficulty In oblaining supplies of rock
phosphate, becauss of the transporta-
tion shortage,

The supply of nitrates has also been
curtailed because large amounts of sul-
phate of ammonia are being taken for
refrigeration purposes, and the manu-
facture of wmunitions. Colton seed
menl, a valuable source of nitrogen, s
being used more and more for feeding
live alock. Tankage, another splendid
source of nitrogen, ie 4lso being used
for the sam purpose; consequently cot-
ton seed meal and tankage are high In
price,

Nitrate of soda {5 more expensive at
the Chile mines, and shipping rates
have increased enormously, and muni
tion requirements are heavy.

The fertilizer manufacturers find it
hard to secure bags for shipping, since
there is o tremendong shortage of bur
lap.

?l‘hus it can be casily seen that it will
bhe wvery difficult to obtain necesgary
fertilizer materinle, and the farmer
must take due notice and act accord
ingly if he would make sure of getting
his plant food.

Order At Once

The farmer must not overlook the
fact that transportation diffculties ars
Increasing daily. The rallroads are Mt
erally overwhelmed. They have, there-
fore, been compelled to rule that fer-
tilizers and freight in general must
move in full car load lots, which means
cars must be loaded to their maximum
capacity.
